The Democratic attempt to ploture Me-
Kinley and the Republican party as the
prowmoters of trusts and Bryan aod the
Democracy as their destroyers is false 1o
its root, In the McKinley tariil law of
180 was incorporated a clause which
made trusts a panishable crime, This
bill was rwuéerl intoa law by a vote of
104 to 142 in the Houvse, and 40 tv 28 in
the Senete, Every vote in the House but |
two for this bill was Republican. Every
vote in the House against this bill was |
Democratic. Every vote for the Lill in
tha Nenate was Republican: every vole
agninst it was Demoeratie.

Not only were the party records on the
trust question thus established, but it was
added to by the nex!t House anil Senate,
in which the Demoecrats had the compiete
control. The clause which Willlam Me-
Kinley had in his famous tariff bill deal-
ing 80 harshly with the trusts was swept
| away and n weaker one substituted in
the Wilson Lill,  William Jenunings Bry-
an was o member of the ways and means
comnmittee of the House, which adopted
the Wilson bill ; bhe not only worked for
it, but voted for it, The records of the
two men can not be questioned, neither
can the wording and purposes of the two
trust clauses in the respective laws. They
are given below :

Give the Law a Fair Test,

The action of Judge Taylor, in deter-
mining to enforce the law permitting
vounty suthorities to set conviets to work
on the public ronds, affords the people of
Panusylvania another opportunity to
fully tesat the merits of that law,

The law itself is correct in theory and
adequate in scope.  In theory it provides
that the connties shall recelve some sub.
stantial benefit from (the “gentlemen
whom they conviet of this offense or that,
instead of supporting them in a mild
sort of genteel idleness, That is eommon
sense of & common stnse order, In scope

the law applies to all conviets and con-
| fines their labor to the county in which
the offense was committed and which
musi therefore pay for their mainlenance
doring the period of imprisanment. Even
with respect to the jeanlousies which
spring up always belween the varioos
portions of the same county, the provis-
ions of the act ure wise. DBriefly, they
are to the effect that the work doue shall
be equitably distributed, no more than
five miles of work being legally done on
any road until a like mileage of labor is
done on all main roads lea ing to the
i connly =eats,

Whnt the people of Pennsylvania are
interested in knowing, touching this
question may briefly be sisted. They
want first to know what system the coun-
ties will adopt to prevent the prisoners
from escaping; second, the cost of the
system as comparad with the former
method of keeping convicts in the eoun-
ty jmils; third, the effect, upon the con-
viets, of actonl Inbor as coutrasted with

the psendo-labor of those jails; and
l fourth, the comparative vialue of the
work done spon the rowds themselves,
This test may now fuirly be made in
Washinglon county, nud in the publie
interest. Judge Taylor is urged to mako
Lhe tost sovere, - Phila, 'nguirer.
